Despite recent news about the 
Shaw Festival labour dispute—talks 
were expected to resume today— 
and picketers at theatre locations, 
Shaw management wants to remind 
Niagara residents the show must— 
and will—go on.

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Town considering $2 taxi subsidy for seniors, students 


Instead of subsidiz¬ 
ing community shut- 
de service, the town 
is looking at providing 
chits to help pay for taxi 
fares.

Jean Maxim, a resident of the 
Davy Street seniors apartments, 
uses the current community shut¬ 
tle service almost every day. 

It costs her $4 to go to the bank, 
to shop on Queen Street or eat at 
the Stagecoach, where she meets 
her friends. Under the town’s pro¬ 
posal, a one-way trip will cost her 
$12. 


“I can’t afford to do that. I don’t 
know what I’ll do. I just won't get 
out as often,” she says. 

“My friends will miss me, and I’ll 
miss them." 

After a rushed discussion late 
last Monday following an extensive 
budget debate, councillors 
endorsed a plan to help seniors 
and students with their transporta¬ 
tion needs, but it won’t be the 
community shuttle residents have 
enjoyed for the past two years. 

At the public works committee 
meeting, councillors approved a 
chit system that would give seniors 
and students $2 off each taxi trip 
they take in town, for regular cab 
or para-transit rides. The program 
can be used with any cab licensed 
to operate in town. 

The policy discussion was a 
result of an announcement by 


Niagara Classic Cabs that they 
would be discontinuing their com¬ 
munity shutde service at the end of 
March. 

The town, corporate sponsors 
and community service organiza¬ 
tions have been subsidizing the 
service, the town at a cost of 

David Mole of Niagara Classic 
Cabs had hoped to expand the 
service with town support, includ¬ 
ing taking local residents to St. 
Catharines and Niagara Falls when 
necessary, but said he couldn’t 
continue with the status quo, 
which was all the town would con- 

The report the public works 
committee has endorsed recom¬ 
mends the town provide coupons 
worth $2 to seniors and students. 
The town contribution will be 


capped at $10,000, or a total of 
5,000 coupons. A book of 20 
coupons could be purchased for 
$20. The cab driver can accept only 
one coupon each way, and will be 
reimbursed by the town. 

Cabs licensed to operate in 
NOTL and the region start the 
metre at $3.50, plus 25 cents per 
110 metres, and a waiting time of 
$24.50 per hour. 

Mole says residents from St. 
Davids or Queenston will be look¬ 
ing at a cab fare of up to $50 round 
trip to a doctor’s appointment in 
the Old Town, with just $2 off each 

That’s nothing like the scope of 
the sponsorship residents have 
come to rely on, he said. 

He questions why councillors 
say transportation is a priority— 
and that’s certainly the message he 


hears from those who have regu¬ 
larly used his family’s service—but 
yet the town is willing to spend 
much more on items that seem 
less of a priority. 

“I don't think it (the $10,000 
cap) is indicative of how much of a 
priority this issue is.” 

He feels it would be more help- 
fill to those who use the service for 
the town to at least set up zones, 
which could allow riders to use 
more than one coupon when trav¬ 
elling from St. Davids, Queenston 
or the rural Virgil area. 

A registration form will be avail¬ 
able from the town for riders and 
will require documentation, such 
as a senior’s card, student card, or 
Niagara Specialized Transit ID. 

Council will need to ratify the 
recommendation at next Monday’s 
council meeting.

Transit solution better than 
nothing, but not by much 


T ransportation around town 
has been identified as a pri¬ 
ority by many residents, and 
it is easy to understand why. 

We have a large population of sen¬ 
iors, some of whom no longer drive 
and others who are concerned for 
the future when they may have to 
give up driving. Imagine the frustra¬ 
tion of having to rely on others to get 
to the grocery store, the bank, med¬ 
ical appointments or just to get out 
to see your friends. This is a town 
rich with seniors, but without public 
transportation it is not serving those 
seniors well. 

At the other end of the spectrum, 
we have our teens who are too 
young to drive or don’t have cars, 
but would like part-time work. And 
we have hotels, restaurants and 
stores who depend on young people 
to supply a portion of their work 
force. But without public transporta¬ 
tion, no way to connect the two. 

Niagara Classic Cabs has for two 
years supplied a service that by all 
accounts from those who use it 
served the community well. The 
family business, however, has been 
in a difficult position, offering subsi¬ 
dized rides on what the town has 
considered a trial basis, not knowing 
what the future would bring. 

For the residents who depended 
on that service, we now know the 
future of public transportation in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake does not 
include Niagara Classic Cabs and 
the Mole family who nm it, at least 
not this year. That service will be 
discontinued at the end of the 
month, when the town takes over by 
providing a $2 subsidy for regular 
cab fares. 

It appears the stumbling block has 
been all about timing. Niagara 
Classic Cabs wanted to expand, to 


purchase more vehicles and provide 
affordable transportation for resi¬ 
dents not only within town but con¬ 
necting with the rest of the region. 
The town has decided instead to 
invest in a traffic study to determine 
what residents want and need. 

The answer to that seems obvious. 
There is no need to spend $50,000 to 
determine that residents want 
Niagara Classic Cabs to continue 
providing reliable and affordable 
transportation. 

But that is not to be. The town is 
not ready to commit, and the family 
business is not willing to wait. 

Lord Mayor Gary Burroughs has 
said and continues to say he hoped 
the community shuttle would be 
part of the transportation solution 
for NOTL. But since that has not 
worked out, he says, the town has 
had to find an interim solution 
quickly to fill the void for the 100 or 
so regular users, many of whom still 
hold tickets they have purchased. 
The current proposed $2 solution is 
not perfect, he says, but it is what 
they could come up with for now. It 
may change in the future—in fact he 
hopes there is a better answer to res¬ 
idents’ needs, something that more 
closely resembles a community 
shuttle, he says. 

We hope so too. 

What die town is planning to insti¬ 
tute, if council agrees Monday, may 
be better than nothing, but not by 

The proposal is simply not afford¬ 
able to most residents. Saving $2 of a 
fare that could be up to $25 one way 
is not terribly helpful, whether it’s to 
town for a doctor’s appointment or 
to work at a minimum wage job. The 
town had a good partner with the 
Mole family. It’s a shame that had to

I really thought that our 
councillors had finally come 
to their senses and were 
using the $50,000 set aside 
for the transit study to 
expand and continue to help 
subsidize our excellent shut- 
de service. Our town is con¬ 
tinually growing, our senior 
population is aging and 
many including some under 
18 have come to depend on 
Niagara Classic Cabs’ shut¬ 
tle service, not only for their 
prompt service but also for 
the care that they take with 
their passengers, especially 
with those in wheelchairs. 

My mother, confined to a 
wheelchair, was privileged to 
have used the special wheel¬ 
chair accessible van and I 
also have used the shuttle 
and have nothing but the 
highest praise for their driv¬ 
ers and the service they pro¬ 


vide. Imagine $4 whether 
there be one or four passen¬ 
gers, including someone in a 
wheelchair - how good could 
it possibly get? Apparently 
not good enough for our 
councillors. 

You can imagine my dis¬ 
appointment when I read 
that the town is not willing to 
expand the service that the 
Mole brothers provide. How 
short-sighted is this? Instead 
they will subsidize each trip 
taken in a taxicab by $2. I 
began to wonder - where are 
all these taxis going to come 
from? Last I heard we only 
had one taxi in town and 
that one is usually busy. 
What if four seniors have 
four different destinations 
at the same time? How will 
seniors confined to wheel¬ 
chairs manage to get to their 
doctor appointments etc? 
The care Classic Cabs drivers 
exhibit is far beyond the 
average cab driver who sits 
in his cab and waits for you 
to struggle in the back. I 
couldn't believe that our 
councillors made this deci¬ 
sion quickly without public 
input even though it's the 
public that will suffer.

Archived diary demonstrates importance of agriculture in early Niagara 


Early Niagara politi¬ 
cian advanced fiscal 
reform for farmers. 


It was discovered very early that 
the land around Niagara was partic¬ 
ularly fertile and the climate con¬ 
ducive to growing grain and fruit 
Settlement on the west side of the 
river was begun specifically to raise 
food for the troops and the loyalists 
refugees who had gathered around 
Fort Niagara. Within just 60 years, 
however, concerns arose about the 
welfare of the farmers. 

“Our laws have been made to suit 
the merchants instead of the pro¬ 
ducing classes,” thundered William 
Alexander Thomson. “The agricul¬ 
turalists made the country, and yet 
they received no assistance from 
the banking institutions” 

Thomson was bom in 
Wigtownshire, Scotland in October 
1878. He was a railway and canal 
promoter, having arrived in Upper 
Canada in 1834. He very early 
became an advocate of fiscal 
reform, based on adequate remu¬ 
neration of the people who pro¬ 
duced the goods, such as the farm- 

As early as 1863, he expressed 
many of his views in a pamphlet 
published in Buffalo entitled An 
Essay on Production, Money and

Government in which the Principle 
of a Natural law is Advanced and 
Explained. 

A letter in the archives of St. 
Mark’s from T. Kenard Thomson, a 
consulting engineer in New York, 
dated June 1932, indicates that his 
father settled in Niagara in 1866 
while he had a house rebuilt that he 
named Glencaim. The house was 
built by John Hamilton and later 
owned by the Larkins. 

In the by election of 1872, 
Thomson was elected to parliament 
as a Liberal member for Welland 
Riding. He was returned again in 
1874 and served until his death in 
1878. He is buried in the cemetery 
of St Mark’s Church. 

Thomson's numerous speeches in 
the House advocated that econom¬ 
ic development should be the pri¬ 
mary objective of national policy. 
One resolution that he proposed 
was the development of a system of 
agricultural banks. His speeches 
appeared to the other members to 
be rambling and confusing. While 
he talked about monetary reform, 


he mingled this with questions of 
natural law, evolutionary theory 
and evangelical beliefs. 

An article in the Journal of 
Canadian Studies points out that 
Thomson was a forerunner of the 
Social Credit movement that was 
spread by Aberhart, a party that ran 
the province of Alberta in the mid¬ 
dle of the twentieth century and 


that eventually sent representatives 
to the federal legislature. Indeed 
whether or not the title Social Credit 
originated with Thomson, he used 
that term several times in his 
speeches in parliament. 

In a day when the basis of farming 
in Niagara is being threatened, the 
call of Thomson for agrarian fiscal 
reform sounds quite contemporary. 


It is always refreshing when an 
elected member of parliament goes 
to battle in the House for the con¬ 
cerns he sees in his constituency. 
Although Social Credit has always 
been greeted with jeers about its 
“funny money” policy, it is interest¬ 
ing that this citizen of Niagara was 
one of the earliest proponents of 
such a fiscal policy.

Among his projects for the BBC was 
a series on landscape and identity in 
different countries. 

His book This is My Country, What's 
Yours? A Literary Landscape of Canada 
reflects his own literary tradition, 
including that of his father Mordecai 
Richler, and the present Canadian real¬ 
ity. 

May 29: Mark Laird, landscape 
architect and historian, divides his time 
between teaching at Harvard, working 
out of his Toronto home, and restoring 
some of the great National Trust prop¬ 
erties in the U.K. 

He is one of the world’s authorities 
on the Picturesque, and his book The 
Flowering of the Landscape Garden has 
been so influential that a major confer¬ 
ence will be held this year in the U.K. to 
discuss the Laird phenomenon. He will 
speak about the great 18th Century 
landscape tradition and its legacy. 

June 12: Joan Coutu is an art histori¬ 
an whose two special areas of interest 
have been the 18th century landscape 
garden in England and the 20th Century 
landscape tradition in Canada. 

She has focused specifically on the 
Niagara Parkway and other large-scale 
public landscapes built during the peri¬ 
od of Mackenzie King as Prime Minister 
and Thomas McQuesten as Ontario's 
Minister of Public Works. 

She will speak about the reinterpreta¬ 
tion of the Picturesque in the Niagara 
Parks Commission activities of the 
1930s, and their relationship to ideas of 
Canadian and Ontario identity. 

Early July: Jackie Maxwell is known in 
Canada and abroad as Artistic Director 
of the Shaw Festival, and acclaimed 
director. She has agreed to direct a play 
reading of Tom Stoppard’s Arcadia, a 
provocative and complex play which 
uses the Picturesque landscape tradi¬ 
tion as a sub-text and foil for Stoppard’s 
exploration of order and chaos. The 
actors and actresses will be drawn from 
the Shaw Festival and acting communi¬ 
ty, and they will bringtheplaytolifeina 
Willowbank setting.

Saturday is the first day of 
spring, and even though we 
know there will be wet and 
windy days to come, and 


nature usually has a sting in 
its tail, the gardeners are 
dreaming.

so why not go in for a wan¬ 
der and sniff the air—it is as 
good as a tonic—and treat 
yourself to something irre¬ 
sistible. 

I have a miniature daffodil 
and a primrose on my desk 
and while out walking we 
spotted these snowdrops. It 
made me remember when 
we were out walking in 
Switzerland one April. We 
were rather high up on the 
mountain and had had 
some really warm days and 


we came across what we 
thought was a bank of snow, 
but on closer look it was not 
snow but thousands of white 
crocuses packed so close 
you could not see the green 
leaves. Nature is incredible. 

I lifted off some of the leaf 
mulch on one of our front 
beds today and there they 
were, green shoots peeping 
through. I covered them up 
again, but it feels so good 
knowing they are there. 

Have you noticed the 


colours in the orchards? 
Some have the colour of red 
wine and some rather 
orange - the sap is in the 
branches and the work is 
beginning and of course the 
willows are glowing yellow, 
all signs of spring. 

So you can start by getting 
the slug and snail bait down 
before they start eating your 
hostas. The birds around the 
feeders are changing, the 
Cardinals are piping loudly, 
the robins singing and I 


noticed the crows are inter¬ 
ested in the tallest of our 
pine trees again. Last year 
they built a nest there and I 
learned that crows commu¬ 
nicate in another way too. I 
was puttering round the gar¬ 
den and wondered what the 
clicking noise was - it turned 
out to be the crows. They 
click their beaks at one 
another - could be morse
